PEACEKEEPING - 

AT FIRST FOUR-POWER MEETING ON PEACEKEEPING. SOVIET AMB 
OVINNIKOV MADE CLEAR ONCE AGAIN THAT USSR'S ONE MAJOR INTEREST 
IS TO DEVELOP PROCEDURE FOR ENSURING PERM SC MEMBER SUPERVISION 
OVER PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS, AND INDICATED USSR HAS NO INTEREST 
IN AGREEING ON GENERAL GUIDELINES UNTIL UNDERSTANDING REACHED 
ON PERM MEMBER CONTROL. HE SAID IT COULD TAKE FORM OF ART. 

29 COMITE, VETO BY CHALLENGE PROCEDURE, "SOME OTHER 
OPTION" ENSURING PERM MEMBER CONTROL, OR CONFIDENTIAL 
AGREEMENT AMONG FOUR PERM MEMBERS. HE SUGGESTED THREE OR 
FOUR "ALTERNATIVE OPTIONS" MIGHT BE SET FORTH IN GUIDELINES, 

WITH UNDERSTANDING ONE WOULD BE CHOSEN WHEN PEACEKEEPING 
OPERATION WAS LAUNCHED. AMB SCHAUFELE STATED IT APPEARED TWO 
THINGS BEING DISCUSSED WHICH NEEDED TO BE KEPT DISTINCT: 1) ROLE 
OF PERM MEMBERS IN PEACEKEEPING OPTIONS, AND 2) WORKING GROUP'S 
MANDATE TO MAKE PROGRESS ON GENERAL GUIDELINES. HE THOUGHT 
WASHINGTON MIGHT NOT OBJECT TO WORKING ON BOTH IN PARALLEL 
BUT NOT TO DROPPING SECOND FOR FIRST. BRITISH AND FRENCH 
AGREED, AND MEETING CONCLUDED WITH AGREEMENT TO DECIDE APRIL 10, 
AFTER GUIDANCE RECEIVED, WHETHER FURTHER QUADRIPARTITE 
MEETINGS WOULD BE USEFUL. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 1 120) 

GA PROCEDURAL REFORM - 

AT INFORMAL VAIL GROUP MEETING, ORTIZ DE ROZAS (ARGENTINA) 
CENTERED DISCUSSION ON DRAFT PROPOSAL CONCERNING 
EARLY CONSTITUTION OF GENERAL COMITE AND NEED TO IMPROVE 
SUBSTANTIALLY PREPARATIONS FOR REGULAR GA SESSIONS. 

HE SAID THIS COMMON THEME PROVIDED STIMULUS FOR USYG MORSE/ 
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ORTIZ DRAFT, WHICH SUGGESTS FORMALLY OPENING NEW GA IN 
DECEMBER, DAY AFTER CLOSURE OF PREVIOUS SESSION BY ELECTING 
PRESIDENT, 17 VICE PRESIDENTS AND MAIN COMITE CHAIRMEN, 

THUS CONSTITUTING GENERAL COMITE FOR FOLLOWING FALL AND 
ENABLING IT TO PREPARE CAREFUL AND USEFUL RECOMMENDATIONS 
TO PLENARY. GA WOULD THEN ADJOURN UNTIL THIRD TUESDAY IN 
SEPTEMBER, AS NOW. ORTIZ ALSO STRESSED DESIRABILITY OF 
SUBMITTING DRAFT RESES WELL IN ADVANCE OF COMMENCEMENT OF 
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SUBSTANTIVE WORK. 

OVINNIKOV (USSR) DID NOT OBJECT TO INTERSESSIONAL GENERAL COMITE 
MEETINGS BUT OPPOSED MAIN COMITE OR PLENARY INTERSESSIONAL 
SITTINGS. AMB BENNETT NOTED CERTAIN ARTIFICIALITY IN 
CONVENING NEW GA AT END, AND IN ATMOSPHERE, OF CLOSING 
OF OLD SESSION. ITALIAN AND AUSTRIAL DELS SUGGESTED PROCEEDING 
EXPERIMENTALLY, I.E., HAVE 30TH GA GENERAL COMITE 
PREPARE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR ORGANIZATION OF 3 1ST SESSION'S 
WORK, AND ITALIAN REP REFERRED TO PRECEDENT OF 23RD GA. ORTIZ 
SUGGESTED TRYING TO REACH TENTATIVE CONCLUSION AT NEXT MEETING
